However, unless those tapes were of a period some time after the assassination, 
it is not easy t. imagine he referred to both Ru. sell and the critics, and that, as 
you know, interests me much. 1 have no reason to believe tliat any other one was in 
touch with him. 

What CBS used on the second newscast is a conversation with Ramsey Clark in wliich 
ia3J said that Castro was not likely behind the assassination, although what LI3J said 
au any time need not reilect what he r dally believed, tliat does interest me, particula 
ly because have a De Loach report intended for Hoover quoting Walter Jenkins as 
having told BeLoach that LBJ believed there was a conspiracy and that the CIS was 
involved in it. Thai was in connection with the catching of the wiretapper the CIA 
got to get the dirt# on Rhylli's HcGuirc for Sam Giancana. (l have the PHI file on 
that and it could make a magazine story. Wiretap per/bugger's name is Hailotti.) 

If you can i’ll appreciate copies of this and, in general, anything on those 
tapes, of which x presume transcripts were disclosed, relating to the assassination.
